\Ve, The Dublin Comraissioners constituted by the Irish Universities Act, 1&08, 
now humbly beg to report to Your Majesty as follows : — 

By the above-mentioned Act it was enacted : — 

That His Majesty might, if pleased to do so. found by Charter two new 
Universities in Ireland, to have their seats respectively at Dublin and Belf^t (a), and 
that the Eoyal University of Ireland, and Queen’s College, Belfast, should be 
as from a day caUed in the Act the appointed day (6), being such day as the Lord 
Lieutenant should appoint for the coming into operation of that provision ol tne 
Act (c) ; 

That His Majesty might, if pleased to do so, found by Charter a new College 
to have its seat at Dublin, and that such College should he a body corporate under 
such name as His Majesty might be pleased to determine (d) ; 

That Queen’s College, Cork, and Queen’s College, Galway,

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The Act further enacted that the powers of the Commissioners should contimi 
the end of the year Nineteen Hundred and Ten, but that His jMajesty might by •

The Act also empowered the Dublin Commissioners to make a Scheme for the anriro 
priation to the new CoUege which was to have its seat at Dublin, of anv buildings of the 
Royal University of Ireland or of any other property of that University which'was not 
transferred by the Commissioners, jointly, to the new University which' w’as to have its 
seat at Belfast (0). ’ 


The Act also conferred upon the DubHn and Belfast Commissioners, iointiv the 
following powers which were to be exercised by and through the Joint Committee 
(1) to make Schemes —

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Bv Warrants under the Royal Sign Manual, bearing date the 12th day of October, 
1908, His Majesty King Edwaed the Seventh was pleased to appoint the Right 
Honourable Christopher Palles, ll.d., to be Chairman of the Dublin Commissioners, 
and His Honor James Johnson Shaw, el.d., to be Chairman of the Belfast Commissioners. 
Bv these appointments the Commissioners became fully constituted. 

By Order in Council bearing date the 23rd day of January, 1911. Your Majesty 
expressed your pleasure that the powers of both bodies of Commissioners should be 
continued for the period of seven months from 31st December, 1910. ending Julv 3Ist. 
1911. 

The new Universities and the new College referred to in the Act were duly founded 
bv Charters of His Late Majesty King Edward the Se\'enth, bearing date 
the 2nd of December, 1908, the University which was to have its seat at Dublin 
being incorporated under the name of '‘The National University of Ireland.” the Universitv 
which was to have its seat at Belfast, under the name of ” The Queen's University of 
Belfast.” and the new College which was to have its seat at Dublin, under the name 
of ■* University College, Dublin.” 

His SAID Majesty was also pleased to grant new Charters, bearing date the 
said 2nd of December, 1908, in lieu of the then existing Charters of Queen’s College. 
Cork, and Queen's College. Galway, and by such new Charters His iLvJESTY altered the 
names of those Colleges to ” University College, Cork,’’ and ” University College. Galway ” 
and also made certain alterations in their constitution and government. We have set forth 
copies of the Charters of the National University and of its Constituent Colleges in 
Part I. of the Appendix hereto. 

The most urgent of the duties of the Dublin Commissioners were those which 
necessarily had to be performed before the National University of Ireland and its Con- 
stituent Colleges could carry on their functions. These duties consisted of : 

(a) The making of Statutes ; 

(^) The appointment of the Officers of the University, and the First Professors, 
Lecturers, and other Officers of the Colleges, and (as preliminary and incidental 
thereto), 

(e) The making of Schemes for the employment of the ** existing officers ” of the 
Queen’s Colleges in Cork and Galway. 


Statutes of The National University of Ireland and of its Constituent Colleges. 

Accordingly, upon the loth May, 1909. we made, under our Common Seal, a .Statute 
for the generaf government of the National University of Ireland, and also a separate 
Statute for the general government of each of its three Constituent Colleges ; and we 
therebv(i«/e/- alia) instituted such offices in the University and such Professorships, Lectuie- 
ships. and other offices in the Constituent Colleges as we thought nece^ary or advisable, 
and we accompanied these Statutes by a Report to His Late Maje.sty to which 
we shall later on refer. 

These Statutes were dulv laid before both Houses of Parliament in pursuance of the 
Act. and on the 21st Mav, i909, notice of their having been made was duly published 
in The Duhlin Gazeite. as directed bv the Act. No address was presented by either House 
of Parliament to His Majesty to disallow the same ; uor did the Senate of the University 
or the Governing Bodv of anv of the Constituent Colleges, or any other person, 
corporation, or body directlv affected by them petition the Lord Lieutenant in Council to 
disallow the same' Consequentlr in ptirsuance of the Act these Statutes became 
definitelv binding upon the 21st of August, 1909. being the day of the expiration of the 
period of three months from the notification in The Dublin Gazette of their having been 
made. 

Since we framed tliese Statutes experience proved to us that certain modifications 
in them would be beneficial, and aa we desired to leave, at the termination of our powers, 
all the provisions for the government of each of the Institutions in one single document, 
we devoted ourselves for a lengthened period to the consideration of the suggested 
modifications, and, ultimatelv on the 18th April last we made new iStatutes for the 
I-'niversity and for each of its Constituent Colleges, embodying in one instrument 
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for each of those, Institutions, all the provisions which, with the advantage of 
experience of the working of the University and its Colleges for a period of a \-ear a a 
half, we thought were proper and expedient for their government. We have^ set fo tf 
copies of these Statutes in Part II. of the Appendix hereto, and such Statutes tovetl ^ 
with the_ other Statutes .set forth in that part of the Appendix are the existi » 
Statutes for the general government of the University and its (Jonstituent Colleges 


Fikst Appointmes-ts to Professorship.?, Lectureships, and other Offices ix the 
University and its Constituent Colleges. 

As soon as the Statutes made upon the 15th May, 1909, had become definitely bindimy 
we proceeded to make the first appointments to the Professorships, Lectureships, and office^ 
constituted hy them, and, as incident thereto and in pursuance of the 16th Section of the 
Act, we made the Schemes for the employment of the “ existing officers ” of Queen’s Collese 
Cork, and Queen’s College, Galway, copies whereof we have set forth in Part III. of the 
Appendix hereto, and by those Schemes we offered, as far as we deemed it practicable 
and convenient to do so, “ equivalent offices ” within the meaning of the Act in 
University College, Cork, and University College, Galway, to the “ existing officers’’ 
of those Colleges, under their former names of Queen’s College. Cork, and Queen’s Colici 
Galway. ^ ’ 

After the making of the fir.st -mentioned Statutes, we deemed it expedient to make 
certain slight modifications in the offices thereby constituted. These we effected bv 
certain new Statutes. Such of these Statutes as we made prior to the 18th April last 
we afterwards incorporated in the Statutes made on that day; and we have set forth 
in Part II. of the Appendix hereto those made .subsequent to tliat date. 

We have set forth in the First Schedule hereto the names of the persons we appointed 
to these Professorships, Lectureships, and other offices. 


Appointments to Casual Vacancies occurring in Offices during the Continuance 
OF THE Powers of the Commissioners. 

After the appointments made by us casual vacancies in certain of the offices occurred, 
one by death, and others by the resignation of the officers, principally in consequence of 
promotion. 

\\ e have set forth in the Second Schedule hereto the particulai’s of such vacancies, 
and the names of the persons we appointed to fill the same. 


Death of The Eight Honorable Sir William Francis Butler, g.c.b. 

Soon after the completion of our first appointments, we had to deplore the loss of our 
mspected colleague, the late Right Honourable Lieutenant-General Sir William Francis 
Butler, G.C.B. We camiot refrain from putting on record the generous sympathy which he 
ever mamfested in the objects of Parliament in enacting the Irish Universities Act. 1908, his 
untirmg mdustry in carrying them into effect, his knowledge of the needs of Ireland in the 
nmttei of University Education, and the assistance which we received from him in our 
efforts to meet those needs hy the exercise of the powers conferred upon us by the Act. He 
was not absent from tT single meeting of the Commissioners from their appointment to 
the time of his death. 


Scheme foe the Appropriation to University College, Dublin, of the Buildings 

. OF THE LATE RoYAL UNIVERSITY OP IRELAND. 

The 3rd .sub-section of Section 14 of the Act is as follows 

(3) The Commissioners may by their Scheme as respects any property uot 
transferred to the new University having its seat at Belfast, instead of transfeniDg 
that property to the new University having its seat at Dublin, provide for the property 
being appropriated as between that University and the new College having its seat 
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at Dublin, in suck manner as may be determined under a Sckenie made by tke Dublin 
Commissioners, and tke Dublin Commissioners may make suck Sckeme accordingly, 
and may also by the same or a separate Scheme provide for tke appropriation to tke 
new College having its seat at Dublin of any buildings of tke Eoyal University in 
Ireland.” 

The buildings of tke Royal University thus referred to consist of one single structure, 
of characteristic unity of design, which could not, with any regard to art, be structurally 
divided, and after careful consideration of the nature and extent of the buildings required 
bv the National University, we arrived at the conclusion that this single building was 
larger than the purposes of the University demanded, and that the expenditure necessary 
to keep so large a structure in repair would unduly press upon its limited income. 

We further found that the site would be appropriate for Universit}' College, Dublin, 
and that, were certain alterations effected on it, the present building would be serviceable 
for the immediate work of the College. 

Accordingly, at the request of the Senate of the University, and of the Governing Body 
of the College, we made a Scheme (a copy of which we have set forth in Part IV. of 
the Appendix hereto) appropriating to University College, .Dublin, the entire of the 
buildings of the late Royal University of Ireland, Tliis scheme was made upon the 
basis that the sum of X40.000, out of the capital sum of £150,000 provided by the Act 
for purchasing land and providing or improving the necessary buildings and equipment 
for the University and the College, should be allocated for providing suitable accommoda- 
tion and equipment elsewhere for the University, and that the remaining ,£110,000 
should be allocated for prov.iding buildings and equipment foj- the Collie. 

The basis of the Scheme as to the distribution of the above-mentioned sum of 
£150,000 was agreed to by the Senate of the Univei-sity and the Governing Body of 
the College, and was sanctioned by the Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s 
Treasury. We have set forth in Part IV. of the Appendix hereto a copy of the 
Treasury letter of the 11th day of October, 1910, sanctioning the same. 

We did not think it right under all the circumstances of the case to appropriate to 
University College, Dublin, any portion of the property of the late Royal University 
which was, as hereinafter stated, transferred by the Commissioners acting jointly to the 
National University of Ireland. 


Pension or Superannuation Schemes. 

As to the direction to us, contained in Section 16, sub-section 7 of the Act, to provide 
by our Scheme under this Section for the continuation, apportionment, and application of 
any Pension or Superannuation Fund established for the benefit of existing ofhcers of the 
Queen’s College, Cork, or Queen’s College, Galway, we find that neither at the time of the 
passing of the Act nor at any time since was there any such fund in existence, the com- 
missioners of the Treasury having been bound to provide for such liabilities as they arose. 
These liabilities were transferred by the Act from the Treasury to the respective Colleges, 
and consequently w'e provided, by the Statutes framed by us for these Colleges, for annual 
sums of £2,000 and £800 respectively being set apart for certain periods of time, to secure the 
payment of the pensions of those officers. 

It should, however, be pointed out that the annual sum provided in the case of Galway 
is not adequate to defray the contingent charges as they may be expected to occur, but 
is intended to constitute a Sinking Fund to secure a capital sum which will need to be 
borrowed to meet such liabilities. 


Finance. 

Having thus stated in detail the mode in which we have performed the duties imposed 
and exercised the powers conferred by the Act upon the Dublin Commissioners, we think 
it right again to call attention to certain circumstances mentioned in our former Report 
which at that time prevented us (as we stated in that Report) from framing the Statute for 
the University, and the Statute for University College, Galway, as we should otherwise 
have done. 
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Finance of the University. 

As to the Statute for the University, we stated in that Report eertaiii matters whieh 
led ns to the conclusion that, to enable the University to fulfil the functions which its Oh t 
contemplated it should discharge, that Statute ought to have instituted ProfessnrS* 
endowed out of the income of the University, and we stated as our reason for omitt;^^ 
to for tte institution of such Professorships, our inability to satisfy ourselw! 

of the sufficiency of the income of the University to meet the Stipends which wn„M t 
incident to those Professorships. ” “ 

This inability arose from our not having had at that time materials sufficient to euphi. 
us to form accurate estimates of the probable amounts of two of the sources of the anmia) 
future income of the University, and of two of its principal heads of necessary expenditure 

The sources of iiiconie we thus referred to were (1) the fees which would be navable 
annually to the Uun'ersity hy its Students and Graduates-dees which we had not p^ower 
to fix ; and (2) the annual income of the part of the net residue of the propertvof the 
late Royal Umversity of Ireland which might thereafter be appropriated by the Joint 
Cbmnnttee to the Kational University of Ireland. « tne Joint

our former Report that 
:ee conform to our 
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conception of even a passable ©(^nipmeut for a Constituent College of the University j that 
it represented in our opinion merely a makeshift which we had found to be at the 
moment practicable, but which was regarded by us not only as unsound, but as constituting 
an anomaly in the framework of the University system, and from an educational point 
of view, in many respects inadequate. 

And we ventured to express the opinion that — 

“ To establish in the poorest part of Ireland, where no substantial help can be 
hoped for from wealthy benefactors, a College so undermanned and with its Professors 
so underpaid, appears to be so wholly opposed to the principles upon which edu- 
cational efficiency should rest, as to call for such further provision from Parliament 
as shall furnish the College with at least that minimum of endowment which will 
enable it to discharge its functions as a C'onstituent College of the National University 
of Ireland.” 

We regret to say that these observations continue to apply to the College. There has 
not been any increase in its income, and we continue to regard with much apprehension 
its dangerous pecuniary condition. 


The Joint Committee. 

In reference to the duties imposed upon the Dublin Commissioners and the Belfast 
Oommissionem jointly, we have to Report that the Joint Committee referred to in the Act 
was duly constituted by the appointment as members thereof by the Dublin Conmiissioners 
of 

The Right Hon. C. Palles. LL.D., Chairman of the Dublin Commissioners; 

His Grace The Most Rev. William Joseph Walsh, D.D., Archbishop of Dublin ; 

Alexander Anderson. Esq.. M.A., D.Sc.. LL.D., President of University 
College, Galway; and 

Bertram Coghill Alan Windle, Esq., M.A.. M.D., D.Sc.. F.R.S.. President 
of University College. Cork ; 

and by the appointment by the Belfast Commissioner of : — 

His Honor James Johnson Shaw, LL.D., Chairman of the Belfast Commissioners ; 

The Rev. Thomas Hamilton, D.D., LL.D., Vice-Clianeellor of the Queen’s 
University of Belfast ; 

Robert T. Martin, Esquire, B.A. ; and 

Johnson Symington, Esquire, M.D., F.R.S., Registrar of the Queens Uni- 
versity of Belfast. 

Bertram Coghill Alan Windle. Esquire, resigned his membership of such Joint Committee 
ou the 10th day of November, 1909, and we appointed Denis Joseph Cofiey, Esquire, 
M.A., M.B., President of University College, Dublin, to be a member of the Joint Com- 
mittee in his room. 

We regret that it here becomes our duty to record another death. His Honor J udge 
Shaw, whose clear judgment, legal knowledge, and zeal in the performance of his functions 
as a member of the Joint Committee were of the utmost value, died on the 27th of April, 
1910. and the Belfast Commissioners appointed Sir Samuel DiU. M.A., Litt. D.. to be a 
member of the Joint Committee in his stead. 

The Joint Committee dulv made in pursuance of the Act, a Scheme for the employ- 
ment, so far as it was practicable and expedient, as officers of the National University 
of Ireland and of University College, Dublin, respectively, of “existing officers of the 
Royal University, and we have set forth a copy of such Scheme in Part \ . of the Appendix 
hereto. 

No Appeal was taken against such Scheme. 
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The Joint Committee also duly made orders whereby they determined the compen- 
sation (either in respect of the loss of office or in respect of the difference between his 
existing office and the office which he accepted) of every “ existing officer ” of the Roval 
University who was not ofiered by the last-mentioned Scheme an “ equivalent office ’’ in 
accordance with the 16th Section of the Act in either the National University of Ireland or 
the Queen’s University of Belfast, or in any of the Constituent Colleges of the National 
University of Ireland, and we have set forth copies of all such orders in Part VI. of the 
Appendix hereto. 

Seven Appeals, all of which were dismissed, were taken against these orders to His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant in Council ; but in the letter of the Deputy -Clerk of the 
Privy Council, dated 20th June, 1910, informing the Joint Committee of the result of one 
of those appeals, it was stated that the Committee of the Privy Council were of opinion 
that the half-year’s salary of Professor Pye as Fellow of the Eoyal University, to April 
18th, 1910, should be paid to him. This salary was paid accordingly. We have set forth 
copies of the letters informing the Joint Committee of the orders made upon such appea’s 
in Part VII. of the Appendix hereto. 

The Joint Committee also made a Scheme in Six Parts (a copy of which we have set 
forth in Part VIII. of the Appendix hereto) which, in pursuance of Section 14 of the Act, 
transferred to the National University of Ireland and the Queen’s University of Belfast 
in the proportions therein mentioned all the property, real or personal, of the late Hoval 
University not transferred by the Act, and also transferred to them, in the same 
pr6portions, any rights, powers, liabilities, or obligations of the Royal University of Ireland 
or of any members or officers thereof or attaching to the property thereof. 

The Joint Committee also made several Schemes altering the terms of Trusts, which 
in their opinion were rendered necessary or proper in consequence of the dissolution of 
the Royal University of Ireland or of the Queen’s College, Belfast. We have set forth 
in Part IX. of the Appendix hereto copies of such of those Schemes as Avere rendered 
necessary by the dissolution of the Royal University of Ireland. 

We have to repeat our appreciation of the assistance we have received from the ability 
and industry of our Secretary, Mr. Robert Donovan. 

All of which we humbly submit to Your Majesty as our Report this Twenty-fifth 
day of July, One Thousand Nine Hundred and Eleven.
